Inf recent roport preparod by Mr Gravoll 
at the request uf the British Committes of 
the Bureau Veritas, the author summarises 
the causes to which various engineers 
attribute the hreaking of tail-end. shafts.

cast steal should ba well arinealed. Defective 
desig he shaté too light or formed with, 
sudden changes in diameter, which locnlise 
the intensity of. stress, and“thus tend to 
weaken. it. Bending stresses, thruugh.ibe 


| shaft getting ont of linc; cither through alter- 


ation in the form of theship under different 
conditions’ of londing, or through. the 
bearings wearing unequally, Vibration ~— 
When the after part. of the ‘vessel is 
not strong onough vibration will occur, 
which will tend to make the shaft brittle.
